2,4-D or (2.4- dichlorophen- 
oxyacetic acid) is a very power- 
ful plant growth stimulant. In 
mild applications, cell growth is 
stimulated to continue in active 
growth after the normal time for 
maturity or harvest. In heavier 
applications cell growth may be 
distorted into fantastic shapes 
and with still heavier applica- 
tions 'many varieties of plants 
slowly die due to over stimula- 
tion of cell activity. Some spe- 
cies of plants are more resistant 
to 2,4-D than others, hence 2,4-D 
may be used as a selected weed 
spray on several of our crops. 
For other susceptible crops, it 
can be used as a spray with cer- 
tain modifications. 

There are ,. many different 
formulations of 2.4-D available 
hut little difference has been 
found in results when applied at 
comparable rates. The acid it- 
self is insoluble in water so has 
to be prepared in a soluablc 
form for use. Sodium and 
ammonium salts are dry pow- 
ders readily dissolved in water 
and easy to prepare. The esters 
are prepared in Oil solutions 
which readily mix with water. 
All forms of 2,4-D preparations 
have directions for use as weed 
sprays. One should foltow the 
dircctfona found on the package; 
\yhen making up the. spray solu- 
tion; The usual or standard 
tnte-of application is from one 
tp one and one-half pounds of; 
actual 2,4-D acid j**r; acre. 

Other advantages of:r2,4-t) 
sprays ore that they are : non- 
poisonous, noncorrosivo and non- 
inflammable.

Two days of hard thinking 
earned $100 for 19-year-old Kath- 
leen O'Brien, Toronto, and also 
the distinction of having submit- 
ted the best name among 2,590 
in the Canadian National Exhib- 
ition's recent contest to find a 
name for a new knitting design. 
Dancing Diamonds, the name 
sent in by Miss O'Brien, was de- 
cided most descriptive by the ad- 
vertising managers of the three 
Toronto newspapers whose job it 
was to plough through the stacks 
of entries for the winner. 

Kathleen spent two days think- 
ing up and rejecting names un- 
til finally choosing Dancing Dia- 
monds. "The thing has been on 
my mind every day since" she 
said. "When I was asked fo tel- 
ephone Ihe exhibition I felt right 
away I was the winner." 

Kathleen did: not need to think 
twice to decide how to spend the 
$100, first prize money she had 

won. It will go to buy the type- 
writer she has long hoped for in 
order to begin a writing career 
in earnest. Already 1 she lias half 
finished in longjiand a book 
about a small town. "No pub- 
lisher would look at it that way 



and I can't really decide wheth- 
er or not to finish it. But one 

thing is certain. I'm going to 
write another — probably about 
my own life."

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During the summer months} 
the conversation of homemakers 
centres around the preservation 
of foods by canning, freezing or 
jam making. In Newmarket, 
where we have the facilities of a 
locker plant, the freezing of 
fruits and vegetables is popular. 
However, canning is still the 
most common method of keeping 
perishable summer fruits and 
vegetables for later use. 

Here ore some helpful canning 
pointers: quantity of Syrup to 
make; estimate the amount of 
syrup required for fruit to be 
canned. Make syrup before pre- 
paring fruit by adding water to 
sugar and bringing to boil. Skim 
syrup if necessary and keep hot. 

When canning fruit by the 
cold pack method; for each sealer 
allow % to 1 cup syrup for such 
fruit as blueberries; 1 to 1% 
cups syrup for such fruit as 
strawberries, cherries and peach- 
es; VA to 2 cups syrup for such

When canning fruit by the hot 
pack method, use the minimum 
amounts of syrup suggested for 
cold pack. 

Syrups to use: Syrups of vary- 
ing sweetness are used, depend- 
ing upon the fruit to be canned. 
Very thin: 1 cup sugar to 3 cups 
water; makes 3% cups syrup; 
thin: 1 cup sugar to 2 cups water, 
makes about 2% cups syrup; 
moderately thin: 1 cup sugar to 
Wz cups water, makes 2 cups 
syrup; medium: 1 cup sugar to 1 
cup water, makes IK cups syrup. 

Special method for canning 
raspberries: Wash and pack 
fruits in glass sealers or tin cans, 
cover with boiling syrup, leaving 
Vx inch headspace in sealers and 
Vx inch in tin cans. Seal com- 
pletely. Place containers on 
several thicknesses of newspaper 
Jn bottom of a tub and pour in 
enough boiling water so that the 
containers are covered by at least 
3 inches of water. When adding 
the boiling water, take great care 
hot to pour directly on glass 
sealers. Cover tub with a thick 
rug or blanket, tucking it in well 
around the sides to keep the heat 
in. Let stand 10 to 12 hours. 
Remove and store. 

To free*e raspberries: Choose 
firm, fully ripe berries. Pick 
them over and wash, only if 
necessary. Pack whole in a 
cold, moderately thin syrup to 
cover (1 cup sugar to 1% cups of 
water) or In dry sugar, using 5 
lbs. fruit (about 16 cups) to 1 lb.

The Liberal convention next month in Ottawa 
promises plenty of excitement. Harry Davis will 
throw a picket line of striking Canadian Seamen about 
the hall, he says, and argue the union's case before the 
delegates if he can.

They will be given short shrift. The choice of a suc- 
cessor to Mr. King is sufficiently engrossing to exclude 
all other considerations. 

The two pre-convention favorites are the Hon. 
Louis St. Laurent and Hon. James Gardiner, ministers 
of external affairs and agriculture respectively. The 
former can be sure of 'the Quebec delegates, the latter 
of the west, but neither has much to recommend him to 
Ontario delegates who hold the balance power. There 
is a strong possibility of a dark horse third candidate 
as a compromise. 

Charting a convention in advance is risky business. 
Politicians, like horses, don't always run to the form 
charts. But there is no uncertainty about the need for 
the convention to go on record with a clear and forceful 
exposition of policy- The party has been laying down 
its policy day to day In the House of Commons where 
it has been consistent only in its inconsistency. 

The Liberal party owes much of its strength to its 
adaptability. It can include within its ranks without 
appearance of contradiction the rugged individualist 
of the light and the Utopia-planners of the -left. Too 
often, however, that adaptability is used to excuse in- 
action; the party has compromised on some issues so 
much that no matter what decision it makes, it offends 
some faction within its ranks. So it makes no decision. 
Vacillation has no place in politics today. 

The people want to know where the party stands 
on present day issues. Particularly to what extent is 
paternalism to become Liberal policy. 



Place The Blame Where It Belongs 

The youths in court on Friday, according to their 
story, were members of tho "Junction Gang", gathered 
at Lake Wilcox to do battle with the "Beanery Gang". 
They were arrested by police in wholesale lots and 
charged with trespassing and the battle never came off. 
At their court appearance, some of them assumed an 
air of injured dignity. They were, they said, engaged 
on a mission of retaliation, one completely justified by 
the actions of the Beanery Gang which was charged 
with forays into the Junction Gang territory. 

Gang rivalry among the kids is not uncommon, but 
the extent to which it has apparently grown in Toronto 
is. There is something uncommon, too, in the warped 
reasoning which justifies the challenge, choice of battle- 
- ground and weapons, the utter disregard of the law, in 
the development of these feuds. Presumably, the par- 
ticipants have reached an age where they should possess 
some discretion, some recognition of their obligations 
towards society, but their actions do not indicate it. 

Before criticizing them, however, the indictment 
should be read to those who are primarily at fault, the 
parents, and more generally, the society in which such 
gangs can reach the stage of development that these 
have. Children are a reasonably accurate reflection of 
their environment. One father, paying his son's fine, 
told the court ho "would take over from there". It 
would have been much better had he and tho other 
parents taken over before tho climax that brought their 
children before court. 



Door-Tc-Door Mail Delivery 



The request of tho town of Newmarket for a mall 
delivery has the advantage of the precedent set by the 
Canadian Legion, That organization last year urged 
door-to^door mail delivery for centres of Newmarket's 
population as a means to provide employment for vet- 
erans. Certainly, in Newmarket at least, tho request 
is justified. The growth of the town, geographically 
and in population, has outplaced tho present system 
of a central post office. 

The necessity of travelling from tho east end of 
Gorham St, Davis Dr., or from tho Bowser sub-division 
to pick up the mail is hardly compatiblo with standards 
of public service. The line-up at tho post of f ico at noon 
or 5 p.m. is an inconvenionco that shouldn't have to bo 
tolerated. Tho shortage of individual post office boxes 
does not help tho situation. It Is not tho fault of tho 
post office staff, but of a central post offico in a fast 
growing community.
